Mountains from Andover I have been told that it is possible to 
see Mt. Washington from Andover. I 
have not seen it but live in hopes. I 
have looked in the proper direction 
many times, and speaking truthfully, I 
think it is a vain hope. 

I once upon a time asked a person to 
point out Mt. Monadnock to me. I was 
introduced to a hill standing alone. I 
was skeptical, not because it was stand- 
ing alone, but because it seemed to me 
that it was too far north. I studied it 
up on the map, and found that there is a 
regular wall of high hills between Mo- 
nadnock and the town of Andover, so 
that it could not possibly show as stand- 
ing alone.: 

After a trip to Mount Uncanoonuc, I 
found my bearings in Andover. A little 
north of west from the hills of this town 
can be seen two high hills. They are 
beside each other, are nearly the same 
height and are so nearly alike that they 
seem like twins. They loom higher 
than any of the others. The one on the 
left is Pack Monadnock; it is near the 


Mountains are visible from Andover, 
sometimes; and I say ‘‘sometimes” with 
good reason for the days are rare when 
they are easily seen. Days and even 
weeks go by when they are not visible at 
all. Then again some days they are 
clearer than others, sometimes the out- 
lines are very faint, and their color a.- 
most the same as that of the sky near 
the horizon. Other days they stand out 
sharply, dark blue against the lighter 
blue of the sky. A cool or cold north- 
west wind is usually the sign of a clear 
day to see the mountains. Different 
hours of the day cause a difference in 
their visibility, due to the different 
angle of the sun’s rays as they strike 
them. Perhaps the most pleasing and 
inspiring sight of them is after sundown 
on a very clear day. The source of light 
behind them throws their outlines into 
sharp relief, and they grow a darker and 
darker blue, until they gradually fade out 
of sight.

Mt., one can see Grand Monadnock in 
the town of Jaffrey, N. H., fifty-five 
miles away and 3166 feet above sea 
level. Just the top of this mountain 
shows over the wail of other hills, its 
color is fainter showing its greater dis- 
tance. 

To the right of Uncanoonue and 
nearer north is.a group of hills. These 
hills are farther north than any of the 
other hills spoken of and my Heart of 
New England map is not large enough 
to show them, and I do not know their 
names. These same hills I have seen 
from Mt. Uncanoonuc, and I am sure 
that no one of them is Mount Washing- 
ton, for I have seen Washington from 
Uncanoonuc at the same time that I 
have seen these hills.

LTHOUGH William Henry Har- 

rison was elected to the presi- 
dency as the log-cabin candidate, in 
the first of our frenzied, parading cam- 
paigns, he was born to one of “the 
first families of Virginia,” in a manor 
house on the banks of the aristocratic 
James. As a son of Benjamin Har- 
rison, signer of the Declaration, with 
the blood of Pocahontas in his veins, 
and as a descendant of a Cromwellian 
colonel who signed the death warrant 
of a king, no president has had a 
longer, more historic lineage. 

In ability William Henry Harrison 
fell below the standard of his prede- 
cessors. He was elected not because 
he was a great statesman or a great 
soldier, but because he was thoroughly 
representative of the new West, which 
was flattered to see in the White House 
for the first time a man created in its 
own image. 

At Harrison’s inauguration § the 
presidency entered an eclipse and 
was held for 20 years by secondary 
characters, who reigned, but did not 
rule. With men of the eminence of 
Clay and Webster, Calhoun and Ben-

ton, latterly Cass and Houston, Doug- 
las and Davis, Case and Wade, Sew- 
ard and Sumner in the senate, dis- 
tinction and leadership passed from 
the White House to the capitol. It 
was an ignoble period in our politics 
when both parties were dodging the 
irrepressible issue of slavery, and the 
smaller the candidate for president 
the better chance he had to dodge the 
question. 

In the teeth of a piercing northwest 
wind, the old farmer president-elect, | 
bareheaded and disdaining the protec- 
tion of an overcoat, rode horseback to | 
the capitol. After addressing a great | 
crowd that shivered in its shawls and | 
furs, he insisted, though half-frozen, 
on remounting his horse and leading 
the inaugural parade. 

No sooner was the first Whig presi- 
dent in the chair than the claims of 
factions and the clamor for patronage 
assailed him. Clay had declined | 
eabinet honors—and labors—in_ the 
confident expectation of playing the 
easier and more powerful role of the 
power behind the thro The im- 
perious manner of the Grea 
moner wounding the _ presiden 
pride, he was requested to make his 
calls at the White House as infre- 
quent and inconspicuous as he con- 
veniently could. Thereupon his total | 
absence became embarrassingly con- | 
spicuous. 

The one clear mandate of the elec- 
tion of 1840 was to turn out the Demo- 
erats and give the jobs to the Whigs. 
Straightway a hungry horde fell 
upon Harrison and literally devoured 
him. In a month to a day he was dead 
of pneumonia, the first president to 
die in office throughout the more than 
50 years of its existence. 


This briefest of administrations is 
a pathetic little story of a simple, 
lonely old man, lured from his “arm 
to be the sport of politics. Ailing in 
body and harried in mind, he was 
without the care and companionship 
of his good wife, Anna Symmes Har- 
rison, daughter of a New Jersey colo- 
nel in the Revolution who became 
one of the pioneer soldiers of Ohio. 
Broken by the hard toil of a frontier 
household and sorrowing for the loss 
of eight of her ten children, this wife 
of one president and grandmother of 


another, still was making ready to 
take up her duties as mistress of the 
White House when the news of her 
husband’s death came to her.

REATNESS and the presidency 
found John Tyler down on one 
knee, playing “knucks” with his boys 
in a pathway of his dooryard in Wil- 
liamsburg, that stately old vice-regal 
village of colonial Virginia. He had 
not even heard that Harrison was ill, 
until destiny, without steam, wire or 
rail to carry it, sped to him from Wash- 
ington by boat and buggy with the 
news that the president had been dead 
a day and that the empty presidential 
chair was awaiting the vice president. 
Tyler belongs among the third or 
fourth-rate presidents. Although a 
clean-handed, kindly man of good pres- 
ence and- polished manners, he was 
a mediocre country lawyer and a nar- 
row-minded politician, with a gift for 
getting offices that he had no gift for 
filling. 

As John Tyler stepped into the 
White House, its door closed against 
the party which had elected him only 
five months before. Death had turned 
out the Whigs after 30 days of power 
and caused a political revolution. 

Clay looked upon the accidental pres- 
ident as only a regent for the Harri-

son administration and for the Whig 
party. 
congress, that impression of the sen- 
ator from Kentucky was sharply cor- 
rected by a presidential veto of one of 
his*own bills—a banking bill. 

The Whigs were wild with rage; 
the Democrats filled with glee. The 
Democratic senators hastened in a 
body to the White House, where. they 
were patting Tyler on the back while 
a Whig mob outside in the yard was 
making a vociferous, but futile pro- 
test. When the next veto came in 
Clay himself called the cabinet to- 
gether and the members, with one ex- 
ception, agreed to resign. 

The exception was none other than 
that of the secretary of state, Daniel 
Webster. “Where am I to go?” the 
god-like Daniel thundered in his be- 
wilderment. Some told him to go to 
one place, some to another. He held 
on for two years, until he had con- 
cluded the negotiation of the Ashbur- 
ton treaty, which fixed the disputed 
boundary between Maine and Canada, 
and then he resigned. 

Upon Webster’s retirement, Tyler 
installed in the state department his 
ntor and idol, John C, Calhoun, and 
thus completed the overturn. The 
eabinet was now out and out Demo- 
cratic and of the pro-slavery brand. 

Texas had seceded from Mexico, 
which had abolished slavery, and its 
American settlers, who were facing the 
choice of slave labor or free labor, 
were anxious to be admitted to the 
Union. The. slave holders of the 
southern states wanted to expand 
their power over the vast Texan em- 
pire as an offset to the rapid expan- 
sion of the free states in the great 
West. But northern sentiment was 
opposed. 

At ‘an opportune moment for the 
annexationists, the ubiquitous John 
Bull, with his omnipresent gunboat, 
appeared on the Texan scene as a 
mediator between Mexicans and 
Texans. His entry gave the slave in- 
terests the needed villain for the play, 
and the cry went up that we must 
annex Texas to keep the British from 
grabbing it. 7 

Nevertheless the senate rejected 
overwhelmingly the treaty of annexa- 
tion. Thereupon Tyler proposed to 
beat the devil around the stump, and 
Texas was annexed the last night of 
the administration by a simple joint 
resolution, rushed through the two 
houses of congress.

A Million Dollar Service 


‘The assistance rendered the canta- 
loupe growers and shippers in the Im- 


perial Valley of California by the Bureau 
of Markets, United States Department 
of Agriculture, has saved the industry 
$1,000,000 a season,”’ was the statement 
recently made by the growers and ship- 
pers concerned. 

According to marketing experts of the 


Bureau of Markets, the cantaloupe in- 
terests in this section have periodically 
experienced great difficulty in marketing 
their crop, a highly perishable one, and 
a crop that should be sold prompthy to 
avert financial’ dsiaster. Production 
has repeatedly outrun distribution. 

Some years ago when the bureau es- 
tablished its news service in connection 
with the volume of receipts and the pri- 
ces paid for fruits and vegetables at 
large marketing centers throughout the 
United States, a special representative 
was sent to the cantaloupe-growing 
section to assist the shippers with the 
efficient distribution of the crop during 
the rush season. Some idea of the size 
of the job can be had from the fact that 
5,744 cars of cantaloupes were shipped 
in 1917, 4,405 in 1918, and 7,799 in 
1919. 

Similar service is rendered other in- 
dustries by the bureau’s representatives; 
whether it is peaches, sweet potatoesg 
cotton, wool, oranges, apples, or any 
other extensively used commodity.

ONE THING THEY OVERLOOKED 


British Military Authorities Forgot the 
Humble Printer in Desire to Pre- 
serve War Secrets. 


The marquis of Hartington tells an 
episode from the war days when the 
spy scare was at its height, according 
to a writer in the Halifax Chronicle. 
Certain confidential information that 
the military authorities wanted to keep 
absolutely secret was sent round by 
trusted couriers in locked dispatch 
boxes, with elaborate precautions of 
signing and countersigning and check- 
ing every stage. No one below the 
rank of major general was entrusted 
with the knowledge, and even these 
were bound by tremendous oaths of 
secrecy. 

After a time it was found that these 
weighty documents, which were circu- 
lated in printed form, were being set 
up by ordinary printers, who were un- 
der no obligation to preserve secrecy, 
and, in fact, took no precautions what- 
ever against leakage. However, noth- 
ing did leak out, but the military man- 
darins, it is said, shuddered when they 
realized the risks that had been run.

RED CFOSS WILL 
HOLD FOURTH ROLL 
GALL NOV. 11-25 


Announces Plans for Annual Appeal 
to Millions of Members to 
Renew Their Allegiance. 


The American Red Cross will hold 
its Fourth Roll Call from Armistice 
Day, November 11, to Thanksgiving 
Day, November 25.~ In this period the 
organization will make its nation-wide 
annual appeal to its members to re- 
new their allegiance and support and 
ask those who are not members to join 
the ranks. 


With more than 10,000,000 members, 
not including the 14,000,000 members 
of the Junior Auxiliary, the American 
Red Cross has today more than three 
times the combined enrollment of all 
the rest of the Red Cross Societies of 
the world. Its present membership is 
more than twenty times its enrollment 
previous to the World War. The Jap- 
anese Red Cross stands second to the 
American Red Cross with 1,900,000 
members, according to the latest avail- 
able figures. Argentine has 4,000 
members; Brazil, 6,600; China, 26,000; 
Denmark, 25,000; France, 250,000; 
Holland, 18,000; Italy, 300,000; New 
Zealand, 10,000; Norway, 9,000; Po- 
land, 30,000; Portugal, 5,500; Rouman- 
fa, 14,000; Serbia, 2,850; Spain, 63,000; 
Sweden, 65,000; Switzerland, 42,500; 
Uruguay, 300. Current figures for 
England, Canada and Australia, which 
have important organizations, are not 
available. 

Primarily for Memberships. 

The Roll Call appeal this year will 
be primarily for memberships. There 
are four classes of membership; first, 
the dollar annual membership, which 
is divided on a fifty-fifty basis, one- 
half going to National Headquarters 
and one-half to the Chapter that se 
cured the membership for its own 
uses; second, the five dollar or con- 
tributing membership of which the 
Chapter retains four dollars, the re- 
maining dollar going to the National 
the ten dollar sustain- 
ing membership, of which the Chapter 
retains eight dollars and National 
Headquarters receives two dollars. 
The fees for all life memberships, fifty 
dollars, and all patron memberships, 
one hundred dollars, go to the en- 
dowment fund by regulations of the 
by-laws. 

The Chapters have not in the past 
received such a large proportion of 
the membership dues for use in their 
own communities. Under the new di- 
vision of fees one contributing mem- 
bership will be worth to the Chapter 
eight annual memberships, and one 


to the Chapters sixteen annual mem- 
berships. 
Membership Card for Everyone. 
Every individual who renews mem- 
bership or joins the Red Cross in the 
Fourth Roll Call will receive a receipt

The National organization will not 
this year make a general appeal for 
funds unless some now unforeseen

In the Third Roll Call the Red Cross 
based its appeal for continued sup- 
port on its obligations to complete its 
pre-war work overseas and its service 
to men who served in the army and 
navy of the United States during the 
war, and on the peace-time program

where the Red Cross does not and 
cannot operate. In such cases the Red 
Cross will exhaust every effort to get 
relief to the indicated field but if un- 
able to do so it wishes to reserve the 
right to employ the funds where in 
its judgment they will serve the great- 
est need. 

“The basis of our appeal then in- 
cludes both peace and war obligations 
at home and abroad. We submit our 
case to the people on our record of 
performance and confidently ask them 
to approve it and thus give us their 
mandate to go on with our program 
for the year 1921.
